Judge Stone, ruling after two anc 


a half days of argument on the gen- 
eral question of whether the evi 
dence was sufficient to require a 
defense, said he would hear argu- 
ment this afternoon regarding in- 
dividual motions to dismiss the case 
as to certain of the 19 oil companies 
and 45 individual defendants. 


On motion of the government, the 


court last week freed four oil com- 
panies, three trade journals and one 
individual. 


When the government concluded 


its reply to the general defense mo- 
tion. Judge Stone said: "I don'1 
think I want to hear further argu- 
ment on this point. 


Judge's Statement 


"The court is of the opinion that 


there is corripetent and substantial 
evidence in this record to sustain 
the charges in the indictment that 
there was an unlawful agreement 
and combination by a number of 
these defendants. I don't feel that 
I would be justified in taking this 
case away from the jury. 


"However, the court has summed 


up in its mind whether some of the 
defendants actually participated in 
this combination, in this alleged 
conspiracy, and as to these I will 
hear argument this afternoon."

"The second year we are reducing 


the amount of capital gains to be 
taxed by 2 per cent a month. At the 
end of the second year; it brings 
the total to 76 per cent instead of 80 
per cent as under existing Jaw. Af- 
ter the end of the second year, we 
reduce it 1 per cent a month, down 
to the end of the fifth year, when the 
total would be 40 per cent."

Thus fascism, as we see it in 


Germany and Italy, may be de- 
scribed as a popular movement 
inspired by the Marxian phycholo- 
gy and under the 
leadership of 


men who have sel out io arganize. 
to discipline and to mobilize their 
nations for the conquest of em- 
pires. Whereas the ordinary social- 
ist wishes to redistribute the prop- 
erty of the domestic capitalist, the 
national socialist seeks to redistri- 
bute the property of foreign na- 
tions. 


For that reason fascism is an in- 


ternational problem and not mere- 
ly a matter of the inlernal gov- 
ernment of Germany and 
Italy. 


The driving force behind it is a 
popular conviction that by con- 
quest abroad the people can im- 
prove their standard of life: the 
power of fascism rests upon the 
fact that it is the most thorough 
and the most resolute preparation 


government in Brazil, we should 
not hastily condemn it on ideolo- 
gical grounds. Weakness on the 
part of the 
central 
government 


might turn a theoretical possibility 
into a real danger. So it may be 
that President Vargas has had that 
in his mind as one of the reasons 
for his effort to make the national 
power indisputably stronger than 
that of the local governments, and 
it is to our own interest to give 
him the benefit of the doubt.

business world. This is perhaps the 
most unfortunate development that 
could occur, because cooperation is 
absolutely essential to prevent the 
business recession from becoming 
worse than it is. 


It is desirable, on the other hand, 


to examine the sources of discon- 
tent, because the president and his 
colleagues in the New Deal prob- 
ably never realized 
the 
damage 


they were causing to their own 
cause over the last three years by 
the frequently reiterated 
charges 


and epithets. 


The real trouble is that, when the 


president has made public refer- 
ence to business men, he has im- 
pugned their motives, accused them 
of dishonesty and selfishness and 
questioned their patriotism. Ameri- 
can citizens who have conducted 
themselves lawfully do not relish 
such accusations from a president 
of the United States nor do they 
forgive them the moment it be- 
comes to Mr. Roosevelt's advantage 
to adopt a conciliatory tone. 


What the business 
men forget, 


however, is that, in politics, it is not 
customary to admit defeat or re- 
treat. Mr. Roosevelt, for instance, 
could hardly send a message to con- 
gress saying, "I have been wrong in 
my charges and accusations. I want 
now to have the 
past 
forgiven." 


Such a statement would never be 
made by a man in political life, and 
yet the defeat of the New Deal 
economics is so plain that a com- 
ment such as the above is super- 
fluous. 


New Deal Ended 


The New Deal, as we have known 


it, has ended. The reason for its 
ending is the fact that public funds 
could no longer be used for pump- 
priming and the nation's credit be 
preserved. When it became a ques- 
tion of persisting in the New Deal 


• or driving the nation to bankrupt- 


cy, {he president decided to change 
his approach and rely on private 
capital spending. 


Again and again, however, busi- 


ness men ask, "Does the president 
mean it? Why didn't he say any- 
thing about the business recession 
when he made his radio address a 
few weeks ago announcing the spe- 
cial session? Why isn't he more 
specific now about tax revision?" 


All 
these 
questions doubtless 


seem logical to those who ask them, 
but behind most of them is an im- 
mutable doubt as to the president's 
readiness really to cooperate with 
business. Such doubts will be erased 
in due time, but only after the ad- 
ministration has followed through 
on its own promises. For one thing, 
congress is in a restive mood. The 
eagerness of the 
members to do 


something about tax revision far 
transcends any interest they might' 
otherwise have had in wage and 
hour legislation or crop control. 


There is a decided trend toward 


legislation that will ease the bur-

dens on business and enable the ec- 
onomic system to maintain employ- 
ment. Most members of congress, 
irrespective of party, know the old 
political rule that, when an election 
is held in the midst of a depres- 
sion, the "ins" usually suffer both 
in the primaries and in the final 
elections. It is, therefore, natural 
to find senators and representatives 
up for election next November anx- 
ious to do everything possible to 
bring about a recovery movement 
before twelve months have passed. 


The drive at the moment is to 


revise the tax laws. Small business 
men are back of it, and that means 
influential citizens in every con- 
gressional district in the land. The 
desire of Mr. Roosevelt to punish 
the "big fellows" has only resulted 
in helping them. The big companies 
with big reserves could take the 
new undistributed surplus tax on 
the run and hardly feel it. They 
had accumulated plenty of reserves 
before, so they paid out their divi- 
dends. Bub the small businesses, 
trying to compete with the bigger 
companies, found themselves un- 
able to plow back their profits so as 
to expand and threaten the markets 
of the larger corporations. 


Administration Warned

Hatten Eulogy 


John Winter Everett, now a cap- 


ital newspaper editor and one o 
the oldest journalists in the state 
has written the storv of the life o 
William Henry Hatten, the late 
Waupaca county lumberman-whose 
$6,000,000 estate has been in the 
news frequently since his death last 
spring. 


Everett, who has been reporting 


state politics for almost half a cen- 
tury, wrote that Hatten "was an 
oddity in life's drama." 


Hatten who 40 years ago was one 


of the original LaFollette leaders, 
and who sat in the legislature from 
1899 to 1905, was responsible for 
much of the early progressive legis- 
lation in Wisconsin. Everett recalls, 
including the act which created the 
state railroad commission, prede- 
cessor of the present public service 
commission. 


According to Everett, it was 


through Hatten's 
influence 
that 


Waupaca county became a LaFol- 
lette stronghold two generations 
ago, and remains so today. 


He writes:

THE PRESIDENT SHOULD RECHRIS- 


TEN HIS LAWS 


Anyone looking for something definite 


in the President's address to congress in 
order to stop the inroads of the indus- 
trial recession was disappointed. 


Mr. Roosevelt toyed with the pet pro- 


gram he has chosen to call the Abundant 
Life. 
We have no objection to the des- 


ignation so long as it is completed. In 
full language it should be known as the 
Life of Abundant Poverty. 


It requires, too, some subtitles to clear- 


ly indicate its real meaning. It will vastly 
increase the power of the President. It 
will vastly increase the great army of 
bureaucrats under his sway. It will vast- 
ly increase an already vast deficit. 
And 


it will add definitely to 
the 
cost of 


living which already is considerable cost. 


The President conceded officially the 


existence of a serious business recession. 
He talked about correcting tax injustices. 
If he really were to help in the present 
situation he would fairly and squarely 
concede that his corporate surplus tax is 
on a par with his purpose of taking over 
the supreme court and that the two con- 
stiute the twin imps of disaster. 


Of course Mr. Roosevelt believes in his 


corporate surplus tax but like the Abun- 
dant Life the title of the tax was a gross 
misnomer since it tore the very entrails 
out of corporations and divested them of 
all surplus. The country should realize 
that its true name should signify that it 
was a dam or obstruction upon improve- 
ment and the multitude of good jobs that 
go with plant rehabilitation. 
A fitting 


name for it is Job Destruction Tax. 


The President conceived this Job De- 


struction Tax as returning to the empty 
treasury of the United States a steady 
flow of funds and pictured himself sitting 
by this onrush of financial waters strum- 
ming a guitar and singing "Happy Days." 
But suddenly and in the midst of his rev- 
erie he hears a harsh and grating sound. 
It is the tramp of the unemployed who 
would have been at work were it not that 
the President had his way with a spine- 
less congress who—we give it credit— 
knew that the Job Destruction 
Tax 


wouldn't help the country but. hoped it 
was only passed for the 1936 election. 
• • • 


The work of reconstruction is always 


long and laborious. 


When congress amends the Job De- 


struction Tax so that corporations don't 
have to pay from 7 to 27 per cent on their 
debts in addition to the interest rata it will 
still take 6 to 12 months to get the pon- 
derous machinery of American industrial 
life into full swing. 


It is simply impossible to correct the 


error in any shorter time. 


Companies cannot spend money if they 


haven't it on hand. The Job Destruction 
Tax made them pay out their goodly prof- 
its in 1936. Since it is still the law many 
of them have paid out nearly all of their 
earnings for 1937, anticipating that there 
was no escape from its consequences. 


Before the necessary work, which but 


for this law would be under way now, 
can be again started these 
companies 


must be given a chance to earn some 
money. That will take part of 1938. The 
rest of the year is likely to pass in mak- 
ing plans and letting contracts. Since in 
almost all of these cases the purchase of 
new and sometimes extensive 
machin- 


ery is involved another delay in the con- 
struction of that machinery, perhaps any- 
where from 3 to 12 months, is also in 
order. 


Naturally the country d:d not appre- 


ciate that so much havoc could be wrought 
to its industrial mach:.-c.-y by throwing 
one monkey wrench carek-sslv into the 
gears. 


But that is exactly what has happened 


And it is on the table ROW in front of 
you if you want to look at it. 


A PERIL OF CITIZENSHIP 


After six weeks of trial in the celebra- 


ted oil conspiracy case now going on at 
Madison a number of the defendants were 
discharged upon the motion of the prose- 
cutor himself. 


In other words the prosecutor said to 


the court that he had no evidence against 
the several accused persons, had intro- 
duced no evidence against them, and asked 
the court to dismiss the case against them. 


Strange to say the defendants affected 


objected loudly. 
They didn't want the 


case dismissed at all. 
They wanted the 


"vindication" they said would be theirs if 
permitted to add their own testimony. 
And they wanted to scourge the govern- 
ment, tear it limb from limb and sear 
it good and plenty for bringing them into 
court, casting a shadow on their good 
name and putting them to great expense. 
The court said it did not have time for 
that phase of the matter. 


We cite the case merely to show one 


of the hazards of citizenship. In fact a 
wrong is done. 
But in the 
nature of 


things it is a wrong without a remedy. 


To pay a lawyer to sit in.court for 


six weeks, and perhaps to spend other 
weeks preparing for court, and to find 
there never was any real claim of wrong- 
doing may fairly be classed as an out- • 
rage. But isn't it a necessary one? Pros- 
ecutors are hampered sufficiently by some 
rigid rules of law, most of which are made 
to protect defendants. 
Sometimes they 


think they can prove something that can- 
not be established. 
At other times a 


witness turns coat and swallows the story 
he once gave them. There are a lot of 
other didoes behind the scenes that neither 
the people, the jury nor the courts al- 
ways see. But if they did see them they 
would probably have a better word for 
prosecutors. 


The case at Madison is an extreme ex- 


ample of the expense and inconvenience 
to which we must all occasionally sub- 
mit when officers are searching for stolen 
property or for fugitives or lionestly at- 
tempting to ferret out wrongdoers. 


THE BURIAL OF HISTORIAL CURIOS 


The early Egyptians recognized the fu- 


tility of stone tombs 
against 
the on- 


slaughts of the vandals and so concealed 
these sepulchres under the drifting sands 
and often destroyed the slaves who had 
borne the bodies and the treasure to the 
sepulcher. 


Tombs invite the scientist out of'an 


almost irrepressible curiosity. And the 
scientist, however subject to criticism 
for intruding upon the presence of the 
dead, does not destroy or desecrate but 
preserves what is found. The vandal, in- 
vited only by greed and cupidity, leaves 
nothing but ruin in his wake. 


That rumors of wealth in the tombs 


of the departed great sometimes account 
for acts of vandalism is supported by the 
recent attack upon the crypt of Napoleon 
III situated as it is but a few miles from 
London, for the two Napoleons had so 
thoroughly angered the French populace 
that French soil was not thought a suit- 
able site for their last remains at the 
time they died. 


Before the casket was closed there was 


placed upon the breast of Napoleon III 
the Holy Rose, a decoration conferred by 
popes upon royalty. This decoration was 
valuable intrinsically for its gold but be- 
cause given sparingly through the centur- 
ies worth much more for its historical 
value. 


It was the Empress Eugenie, crushed 


by the woe and misery that fate had sud- 
denly poured upon the royal family, who 
decreed that the evidence of Napoleon's 
greatness should be buried with him in 
the tomb. 


Wiser would it have been to place this 


decoration conferred at about the conclu- 
sion of our Civil War in a public mu- 
seum where it might be viewed more as 
an historical fact than imagined as it lay 
in the darkness of a crypt where it will 
continue to invite the despoiler.

FIVE THOUSAND PIGS 


Through a period of fifteen years 


Dr. Haven Emerson, author of "Al- 
cohol and Man" (Macmillan, 1935), 
a scientific inquiry into the effects 
of alcohol on man in health and 
disease, conducted an experiment 
•on five thousand guinea pigs—a 
pig's litter averages about three—to 
determine what effect alcoholic in- 
toxication in the parents may have 
on the germ-cells and the offspring. 


The normal prenatal mortality 


rate in guinea pigs is about 50 per 
cent of the total mortality rate up 
to three months of age—maturity 
for guinea pigs. Prenatal mortality 
consists of abortions, uterine ab- 
sorptions and still-born young. 


Each alternate pig as they came 


was used for the test and an equal 
number of the 5,000 for control. 
The test pigs were exposed on six 
days a week to the fumes of pure 
alcohol up to the point of full in- 
toxication. Several were so treated 
for as long as six years, and some 
of these lived to become more than 
seven years old, perhaps the lon- 
gest life-span recorded for their 
kind. The alcohol fumes were in- 
haled while the animals were con- 
fined in a treatment tank; given in 
this way the alcohol did not have 
ill effects on digestion as it did 
ivhen given by the stomach. 


Among 1,197 pigs from alcoholic 


ancestry, compared with about the 
same number from the normal con- 
trol ancestry, the following effects 
were observed: 


1. Average litter size is smaller 


than normal. 


2. 
Size of young at birth not 


different. 


3. Total mortality up to maturity 


(age of three months) nearly twice 
as great as for the normal control 
group. 


The records from 747 pigs two 


generations removed from the al- 
cohol treatments show that the 


that gave the stronger ones a bet- 
ter chance to thrive.

Moreover, men out in the field 


with an interest in federal spending 
already are beginning to put the 
heat on congressmen. The pinching 
out of PWA spending for 
dams, 


sewers and school houses has start- 
ed the cry. 


Won't it be fun to be a congress- 


man during the next few months 
trying on the one hand to keep ex- 
penditures down so the budget 
will balance, and at the same time 
trying to pacify the Bill Phippses, 
the Steve Yardleys and other dam.

the subject. "Today's Problems—The Woman's Point of View." 


Mrs. Dolan charged that the United States which has the most demo- 


cratic government in the world has the most undemocratic diplomacy, 
adding that we are represented in foreign countries by men who are rich 
and covet the honor. She deplored the fact that this country spends more 
on its navy in one week than It spends on the diplomatic^lervice in a 
year, and expressed the belief that more attention to the state department j 
would be £ better insurance against u.sr. 
' 


Women's part in the problem of world peace, said the speaker, is insist- 


ent and continuous demand for increased appropriations to develop our 
state department. 


Mentioning labor as the second 


great problem which confronts the 
country, Mrs. Dolan stated that 
without legislation on wages and 
hours it cannot emerge from its la- 
bor problems, adding that it is the 
humane employer who is in need of 
government legislation as well as 
labor. 


Reorganization of the 
supreme 


court is the third great problem. 
Mrs. Dolan said, pointing out that 
it is important because so much 
depends on the action of this body. 
She told her audience that any law- 
yer will agree that the original su- 
preme court proposal of President 
Roosevelt was entirely constitution- 
al and she said that the important 
thing for the layman to remember 
is that on the question of social 
welfare legislation there is nothing 
in the sonstitution that says what 
the law is. That, she added, remains 
for the justices to interpret 


"When the charge of dictatorship 


is made." the speaker said. "I say it 
is the supreme court that is, de fac- 
to. the economic dictator of the 
land." 


Legislation must move along with 


civilization, she said, and if we are 
to remain a democracy we must 
make possible on the bench justices 
who will approach problems with 
good judgment and unbaised opin- 
ion. 


"This nation will have to give 


fealty to the constitution and not to 
its misinterpreters." she added, ex- 
pressing the opinion that the situa- 
tion of a few men blocking the way 
of the wish of the people calls foY 
correction. 


Speaks of Black Case 


She spoke briefly of the Justice 


Black episode, characterizing it asi 
unfortunate and regrettable, and 
she stated that while she took his 
explanation at face value, neverthe- 
less she feels that Black acted in 
bad faith by failing to inform the 
president of his former affiliation 
with the Klan. However, she said 
without condoning the Black affair 
in any way, seldom has any presi- 
dent made a supreme court appoint- 
ment without eliciting a storm of 
criticism from one side or another.

"The League 
of Nations does 


many fine things and is a great 
agent in the promotion of interna- 
tional health and other benefits to 
society, but it is not strong enough 
to do that for which it was intend- 
ed—prevent war." the speaker said. 
'Confidence in the league is shat- 
tered."

DOVE SHOOTING 
By Ozark Ripley 


HEN the United States Gov- 
ernment assumed control of 
migratory birds, although all 


doves are not migratory, it did a 
mighty wise thing. Only a part of 
the birds raised in the south mig- 
rate north. All of those raised in the 
north migrate south, save a few 
which, through some obdurate trait 
persist in hanging around feed lots 
when the mercury-is below zero. 


Dove shooting in the north is not 


ever been able to

casions. Certainly it is amazingly 
swift, especially when suddenly 
they discover they are coming along 
within range of the hunter and de- 
pend upon their speed to get to a 
safe distance from him.

Waiting Outside an English Theater. 


There are two answer. It is more 


comfortable to have a seat, and a 
person can make sure he will be 
near the head of the line if he buys 
a chair in advance. His place will 
be kept for him until about 15 min- 
utes before the play starts. He does 
not have to wait for hours to make 
sure of obtaining a cheap seat in- 
side the theater. 


Each English theater has a pit. 


stalls, boxes, galleries and a dress 
circle. The "pit" was so named be- 
cause, in early times, there was a 
hollow near the platfrom on which 
the play was given. Nowadays the 
pjt contains front row seats, but it 
still has the old name, and the seats 
do not cost so much as some others 
in the theater. 


The highest charge is for boxes. 


Patrons sometimes pay as much as 
five pounds ($25) for a box seat. 
The cheapest seats are in the gal- 
leries, and those are the ones peo- 
ple buy chairs to wait for. 


Bricks and stone are widely us- 


ed in England for building homes. 
This helps explain why so many 
of the houses arc very old. They 
were solidly built in the first 
place, and they have stood the test 
of time. Thousands and thousands 
of English houses date back more 
than a century, and some are 
several centuries old. 


These 
"solid" 
buildings have 


done much to keep back the 
march of progress. It is costly to 
install new and better plumbing, 
or better heating devices. 


An American author sent a let- 


ter to a London newspaper, and 
in it he said that the best plumb- 
ing in Great Britain had been in 
the days of the Romans. That Is 
not quite true, but, certainly the 
bathrooms are not. in general, up 
to modern standards. 


Thanks to the Gulf stream, Eng- 


land has fairly light winters, but 
the weather grows cold some- 
times. The houses are heated 
with fireplaces. Coal, wood and 
gas are used as fuel. Perhaps one 
home in a hundred is heated with 
a furnace. In the rest, the people 
get along as well as they can with 
heat from fireplaces.

Good Posture 
Healthful, 
Adds Beauty 


BY ELSIE PIERCE 


• To the average eye. watching a 
figure, it is either good or bad, pos- 
ture-perfect or posture-poor. Per- 
haps we say "she slouches" or "she 
slumps." Beyond that we don't stop 
to classify figure flaws. 


But the eye of the specialist sees 


each imperfection of posture. In 
fact,- there is much 
name-calling 


and classification. Let us see these 
types as an expert would. 


You have doubtless seen school 


children leaning over 
backwards 


in an effort ta stand erect with 
the result that they stand too erect, 
putting a strain on the neck and 
shoulder muscles and causing what 
we call "sway back." About twenty 
years ago we were taught that pos- 
ture was correct. Today's school 
children are taught to strive for a 
more relaxed posture—chin, chest 
and toes on practically a perpendic- 
ular line, shoulders relaxed, abdom- 
en in, small of the back as straight 
as possible, without strain. The ov- 
erathletic type often runs into the 
same posture 
dangers mentioned 


above—a curving spine and abdom- , 
en and chest pushed forward, leav-' 
ing the door open for the "sway' 
back" or "lordosis curve." 
; 


Often, too, taller 
women with I 


high, full abdomen have a tendency 
toward "sway back." 


I emphasize this figure fault so 


much because it is very unattrac- 
tive and one of the most difficult 
to correct. I recommend that chil 
dren be taught proper posture from 
infancy, that 
teachers 
take 
up 


where mothers leave off and moth- 
ers continue the good work after 
school hours. 


Other Types 


Spreading hips and large thighs 


are often typed "the middle-aged 
spread." However, one sees this de- 
fect in inactive young people to 
a greater extent than in active mid- 
dle-aged people. It must follow that 
it is the result of insufficient ex- 
ercise (and very often of overeat- 
ing). Women in business who sit at 
their desks a great deal 
should 


"walk it off" a mile or more a day. 


More definitely a sign of middle 


age is the sagging chest. The "pen- 
dulous type" is decidedly un-attrac- 
tive with everything out of align- 
ment, chiefly due to lack of abdom- 
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inal muscular support; the inter- 
nal organs having been caused to 
fall and the chest and head to 
drop. 


Make a conscious effort to "pull

national defense 


were in feminine hands, America 
would cease to exist. 


Depend on Each Other 


"Why is this possible?" asked Dr. 


Freund. 
"The answer lies in the 


social upheaval, the restless long- 
ing for a new solution, a new for- 
mula. Advanced cultural groups 
grown estranged making for dis- 
unity and political weakness. Euro- 
pean nations are closely knitted to- 
gether, needing and wanting each 
other but enemies: depending upon 
each other but unfriendly political- 
ly. 
Nationalism is coming in to 


unify them, consciously claiming 
the right of existence of the state 
and to attain its ends will do so 
over the dead body of the next na- 
tion if necessary.

Amendment of Elec- 


trical Ordinance

Jule Merles and G. S. Mul- 
holland voting to refuse to accept 
the ordinance committee's report to 
allow no changes, and Aldermen 
Otto M. Ludtke. T. L. Seggelink. 
Oscar Alger. Walter Kilgas, Frank 
Femal and Edward Steidl voting for 
its approval. Alderman Raymond 
Nagel was absent. 


In presenting the report of the 


ordinance 
committee, 
Seggelmk 


said that most of the provisions set 
forth in 
the desired amendment 


were to be found in ordinances al- 
ready on the records citing ordi- 
nances of 1907. 1909 and 1917. These, 
he said, provided for the appoint- 
ment of an electrical inspector, and 
set forth rules and regulations for 
the installation and maintenance of 
electrical appliances. "Action such 
as the workers demand now has 
been on the books for 20 years," he 
concluded, "and I see no reason 
why things should be repeated." He 
recommended the council refuse to 
accept the proposed amendment. 


Want Protection
